Pacific Railroad. 

The Now York Evening Post claims for 
Senator Chase the merit of getting this great 
project under way, during the present 
sion, and justly. 

First, there wns in the early part ot the 
session of the Senate, Mr. Gwin’s bill, and 
a bill making provision for an emigrant 
route. When the latter came up, Mr. Gwin 
offered his bill ns a substitute, ami it wi 
cepted as such. 

Second, Mr. Chase moved an amendment, 
proposing to strike out all the branch roads, 
and to provitle for a single road with an east¬ 
ern terminus on the Missouri River. A long 
debate ensued. The whole mutter wt 
ferred to a special committee 

This committee reported a bill providing 
for a single road, to he constructed by a eqr- 
poration, aided by a grant of alternate sec¬ 
tions, to the quantity of nhout fifteen millions 
of dollnrs in government bonds. The de¬ 
termination of all questions relating to the 
route, termini, the contract for construction, 
and the organization of the association or 
| corporation, were left to the President 
! This bill was hotly opposed. 1 he survey 
of a siugle route was proposed. Mr Chase 
moved an amendment, so as to require sur¬ 
veys and explorations of such routes as the 
President might think the public interest re¬ 
quired, by government engineers and others 
employed for the purpose, and to provide for 
concert of action between the government 
employees and the engineers of private com¬ 
panies. and for the reception of proposals 
for construction, to he laid belore Congress 
at the next session. This amendment killed, 
and the bill, after a severe struggle, failed 


Robbing and Enslaving Indians. 

We have rarely rend, nnd wish we may 
never again have occasion to rend, a slorv of 
more aggravated nnd protracted villnny than 
is told in the report of Lieut. Ed w. F. Beale, 
superintendent of Indian nffairs in California, 
which lie has just made to the Secretary of 
the Interior. 

Mr. Beale represents the Indians as gen¬ 
erally a peaceable nnd harmless people, kind 
nnd hospitable when treated with justice, nnd 
not averse to labor like the tribes farther 
north and east. He says:— 

“They laborrfrccly, and in the time of the 
missions did nearly all the labor of the coun¬ 
try, cultivating and building; nnd memory 

and tradition present it ns the happiest pe¬ 
riod of their lives. I know they would re¬ 
joice to get hack into such a condition; and 
• ey hope to find it in the military reserves, 
established.” 

Yet Mr. Beale shows that these unoffend- 
,.ig men have been subject to the most atro¬ 
cious frauds and robberies, not only bv irre¬ 
sponsible adventurers, but by the govern¬ 
ment agents and officers sent out and sworn 
lo fulfill our treaty stipulations with them. 
Thev have been kidnapped from their homes, 
sold into slavery, worn out with exhausting 
labor and cruelties, and then turned off to 
starve. They have been shot and butchered 
nost groundless pretences and sus- 
or in "tho merest wantonness; every 
attempt at self-defense ou their part making 
a new provocation to excess of outrage 
against them. Thus whole tribes have been 
exterminated by treacherous surprises, am¬ 
buscades nnd murders. No protection do 
they find from the officers of the govern¬ 
ment. If these officers are not openly 
leagued with the robbers nnd murderers, 
they dare not or will not move a finger to 
prevent the crimes or punish the criminals. 

All these statements and more, that have 
made ns heartsick in reading them, Mr. 
Beale substantiates by the testimony of re¬ 
sponsible persons, nnd in some instances by 
the shameless confessions of the perpetra-

“Christianity'ab¬ 
jures all artificial distinctions among men, con¬ 
demns ‘respect of persons,’ and writes ‘hypocri- 
cy’ upon the religious professions of those who 
do not regard’ without partiality the claims of 
their fellows. In all this Christianity arrays 
herself against every form and mode of aris¬ 
tocracy or autocracy that exists on earth.”— 
These views are sustained, not by isolated pas¬ 
sages of scripture, but by showing their entire 
harmony with the spirit of that religion, incul¬ 
cated in the Bible. There are some very fine 
and truly eloquent passages setting forth this 
iovely, delightful characteristic of the religion 
of our blessed Redeemer. At the same time, it 
may well produce a trembling in our Zion to 
see how much there is in the practice of pro¬ 
fessed Christians in perfect antagonism with the 
spirit and precepts of the gospel.

THE FARMER. 


Mr. Editor .—Few ,of the permanent op- 
pendages of a farm establishment are of 
greater importance, practtpally considered, 
than the barn-yard. Jt is here that the far¬ 
mer compounds and prepares his manure, 
and unless its construction is eligible and 
judicious, this branch of industry cannot be - 
properly or economically performed. For¬ 
merly, an opinion prevailed, that the barn¬ 
yard should*be located on the side or sum¬ 
mit of a hill in order that the stale and other 
liquids accumulated dining the season, might 
be “ drained off;” but experience lias long 
since convinced the more judicious, that 
such a location is by all means to be avoid¬ 
ed. Experiments instituted during the Inst 
twenty years, in manuring land with “ li¬ 
quid manures,” have done much towards 
correcting this erroneous Opinion, and we 
now find tliat'farmcrs are generally as nrix- 
iouR to economise the liquid excrement of 
their animals, as they were formerly to cast 
it away. Barn-yards are now constructed 
upon scientific principles, and, in conse¬ 
quence, the quantity of available aliment 
made on our farms, is greatly increased.— 
When practicable, the barn-yard should be 
paved. The surface, in the first place, hav¬ 
ing been- properly shaped—that is, depress¬ 
ed somewhat in the centre of the area, a 
mortar of clay and coarse sand should he 
provided, and bedded over the entire sur¬ 
face. Into this small stones, from four to 
five inches in diameter, should be placed, 
and the interstices filled in with mortar, so 
as to leave the surface perfectly and entire¬ 
ly smooth. Where the soil is light and por¬ 
ous, this will be necessary to prevent the in¬ 
filtration of the liquid portions of the ma¬ 
nure, and to ensure sufficient moisture for 
the thorough maceration and decomposition 
of such undecomposed but decomposable 
substances as may be introduced to increase 
the quantity and add to the quality of the 
manure. 

In all cases the yard should be sufficient¬ 
ly capacious to allow of a portion being set 
apart for the Compost heap. This should 
be located on one side, with a long shed 
over it, open on three sides, to facilitate the 
labor jtf constructing and manipulating the 
heap, and be provided witli water gutters 
and conductors in order that, if necessary, 
the heap may occasionally be moistened or 
“ wet down ” by an effusion of water from 
the roof. Near the centre, there should be 
a large vault, sunk sufficiently deep to be 
wholly exempt from frost, for the reception 
and retention of the wash from the yard and 
fermenting manure. A large tub should be 
inserted near the centre of the top, or, if 
more convenient, on one side, furnished 
with a wire bottom for straining the liquid 
into the tank, and preventing its becoming 
foul or choked with sediment. This tub 
should be carefully secured and covered. A 
good pump should also be placed in the 
tank to facilitate the return of the liquid 
matter to the compost heap as often as once 
a week, or as frequently as may be necessa¬ 
ry to retain it in a constantly moist condi¬ 
tion, especially if the evaporation is rapid, 
as it always will be when the fermentation 
is vigorous, and the weather dry. In conse¬ 
quence of trie concavity and compactness of 
the surface, none of the liquids will be lost 
by infiltration—all flowing into th^tnnk; and 
securing to the owner a vast amount of high¬ 
ly valuable manure which will be of the 
greatest practical value in forming affluent 
compost, or for irrigating his soil and crops. • 

In the spring, as soon as the yard is clean¬ 
ed out by the removal of the manure made 
during winter, and the removal of the coin¬ 
post heap, the entire surface should be cov¬ 
ered with forest mould, leaves, muck, clay, 
and, indeed, with any and all such materials 
as are susceptible of becoming valuable ma¬ 
nure. On this the cattle of the establish¬ 
ment should be allowed to lay, the surface 
being sprinkled every morning with gyp¬ 
sum to absorb and fix the ammonia which 
will begin to escape into the atmosphere as 
soon as fermentation commences, and the 
weather becomes warm. After a few weeks, 
this coating should be thrown into the com¬ 
posting shed, and the surface of the yard 
covered with a fresh layer of materials.— 
The form of the compost heap should he 
either square or oblong, and the centre low¬ 
er by several inclies than the sides. This 
will enable the operator to “ wet down ” 
with facility, and to ensure the benefit of all - 
the liquid matter that from time to time it 
will be necessary to apply. The yard should 
be cleansed and refilled every fortnight at 
least, till the weather becomes cold.— Ger- 
mantoum Telegraptu 

Prof. Turner’s Theory of Pear Blight. 

The professor comes out again at some 
length, in defence of his position, advanced 
some months since in the horticultural jour¬ 
nals, that the pear blight is caused by a 
peculiar insect. Further observation satisfies 
him that he is correct so tar as that region of 
country is concerned. A remedy, founded 
on his observations,he hopes (and only hopes,) 
may prove of lasting efficacy. 

Tree on his own grounds, “ promptly treat¬ 
ed with soap and tobacco water, spirits of 
turpentine and lampblack, are thoroughly 
restored; while asingle row omitted for want 
of time, until the insects had hatched and 
gone into the bark, is still as badly diseased 
as ever. On the contrary, one gentleman, 
one mile from me omitted all care of his trees; 
they were about 10 or 12 incites through, and 
the finest in the country. But they are all 
now dead, or worse than dead. Another 
gentleman, two miles distant, sceptical at 
first, applied whale-oil soap to the blighted 
trees, with a caustic alkali to dissolve it 
afterwards, and all his trees are now, as he 
informs me, perfectly free from blight.” 
Soap suds, it is staled effected as great a 
change in an apple orchard. These are very 
strong cases, so much so as to induce a shade 
of fear that Prof. Turner may have been de¬ 
ceived. At all events, we do not see the 
necessity of a caustic alkali to dissolve whale- 
oil soap, as we have always found water 
alone quite sufficient. Whatever effect tur¬ 
pentine and lampblack may have had, it 
would be very imprudent to leave this mix¬ 
ture for a long period on the trunks of trees 
m the State of New-York, as the hot sun on 
the lampblack combined with the influence 
of the turpentine, would,to speak colloquially, 
soon “finish the job.”— Country Gentleman. 

Sowing Clover with Snnd. 

Mr. Taker: I see in- the Inst number of 
yout Cultivator, some person inquires of you 
about sowing clover among corn, and as it is 
a common practice here, and our manner of 
doiug it appears to be somewhat different 
from yours, I thought I would give you a 
brief account of it. As our oat crop here 
brings but a poor price, and is generally 
considered an exhausting one to our soil, a 
number of our fanners have ceased raising 
it, and instead of following our corn crops 
witli an oat crop as was our usual rotation 
here, we now always sow our corn fields 
with clover seed. We always sow it just 
after the double-shovel plow runs through 
our corn the last time. 1 sowed my seed this 
summer, m the first week of July, and the 
com field now looks fine and green, with a 
good eoatof clover on it. A neighbor of 
mine has now one of the finest looking clo- 
ver-fields, done in the same way, that I have 
ever seen. I did the same thiug last year, 
and the year before. It affords early pasture 
in the spring following ; and then the cattle 
are-kept off untfl after harvest, when it has 
grown up considerably, and is then turned 
under for wheat. 1 never turned under better 


course we do not sow it us thick as we would 
want to keep it for mowing or permanent 
pasture. We consider that ii pays us much 
better in the way of pasture, and then in a 
manure for whent, than tbeordinary oat crop 
would after our corn. We seldom fail here 
in getting it to catch, unless the season is 
unusually dry, and then it partially fails. We 
always sow it immediately after a rain or 
directly after the plow, while the ground is ' 
fresh and mellow, and it will ihen start at 
- once, and, if the drouth does not kill it, you will 
have a fine crop ofclover.—A Plain Farmer.

SUFFOLK SWINE: THE IMPROVED BREED. 

This breed is one of the most highly es¬ 
teemed and valuable in the world. The or- 
ipfin, according to Youatt and Martin, is the 
old Suffolk crossed with Berkshire and 
Chinese. Youatt says, “ Those arising 
from the Berkshire and Suffolk are not so 
well shaped as those arising from the Chin¬ 
ese and Suffolk, being coarser, longer 
legged, and more prominent about the hips. '’ 
He concludes :•—“On the whole there are but 
few better breeds in the kingdom than the 
improved Suffolk.” llestatcs that a great¬ 
er part of the pigs at Prince Albert's farm, 
near Windsor, are of this breed. Martin 
says that, this breed “ stands first;” and he 
describes the animal as being “rather small, 
but compact, short-legged, and small-head¬ 
ed ; the body is round-, and they fatten read¬ 
ily.” Rham, in his Dictionary of the Farm, 
says ;—“ Suffolk pigs are, perhaps, on the 
whole, the most profitable breed in Eng- 

For the introduction of the improved Suf¬ 
folk pigs into the United States we are in¬ 
debted to the late William Stiekney, of 
Boston. He made several importations, 
comprising some of the beat specimens of 
the breed to be had in England from 1841 to 
1847. He also imported specimens of the 
Middlesex and of the Essex breeds. On 
Mr, Stickncy.’s decease, in 1850, a large 
proportion of the -best of his Suffolk pigs 
passed into the hands of Messrs. Josiah 
Stiekney and Isaac Stiekney, of Boston, 
who have continued to breed them with 
every attention to blood and points. They 
are also bred by Col. Jaques and others in 
the vicinity of Boston. 

L. G. Morris, Esq., of Fordham, West¬ 
chester Go., N. Y., has bred fine Suffolks 
fox several years, from stock first obtained 
from the late Mr. Stiekney, and subsequent¬ 
ly from importations made by himself from 
England. 

The Suffolk, as before stated, are not 
large hogs, but attain maturity at an early 
age, and may he always in condition to kill 
from the time they are a month old. They 
readily weigh from 200 to 300 pounds at six 
or ten months o.ld, and a proportionate 
weight at twelve- months. The pork is so 
much esteemed that it generally commands 
from a cent to two cents extra in the Bos¬ 
ton market.— Rural Neio- Yorker.

SCIENTIFIC HINTS UPON MATRIMONY. 

Long and extensive observation, gays a 
correspondent of the Martha’s Vineyard Ga¬ 
zette, has brought physiologists to the con¬ 
clusion, that first cousins should never be 
married together. The facts which they 
have collected to sustain this opinion, are 
the most unequivocal and important. God 
and nature forbid the bans. It is proved 
that, where such alliances occur, the child¬ 
ren from them are,in some respects, imbecile. 
There is what physiologist call “ an arrest 
of the normal development.” There is not 
power to complete the formation of a per¬ 
fect human being. Henee, it is found that 
about one quarter of the children die early ; 
about one quarter are imperfectly formed 
in body, that is, they are born, some 
without all their finger-nails, some without 
hair, some deaf, some blind, some idiotic, 

Sometimes the sad effects are seen only in 
the body. The frame will be small and weak 
and sickly; while the mind seems strong and 
bright. At other times the effects seem con¬ 
fined to the mind. The mind will be feeble 
and irregular, while the body seems devel¬ 
oped and athletic. Oftentimes the sad con¬ 
sequences are seen in the singularity of 
opinions held by such persons. Examine 
carefully, and you will discover an obtnse- 
ness in receiving impressions, and peculiar 
obstinacy in holding on te impressions which 
have been received. Some children, from 
such marriages, show an irresistible desire 
to believe everything or doubt every tiling. 
They think queerly, and dress queerly, and 
behave queerly, yet all the while appear to 
themselves to be thinking, dressing, and be¬ 
having exactly right. I heard Dr. Spurz- 
heim, in the last lecture he ever delivered, 
say that the royal lamilies of Europe, who 
had married in and in for several genera¬ 
tions, had children who were little above 

Those who live on islands sparsely inhab¬ 
ited, and far from the continent, are neces¬ 
sarily restricted to each other’s society.- 

Hence, marriages may he more likely to 
take place between relatives. Let them 
whom it doth concern look into this matter. 
Do not let them take my sentiments with¬ 
out careful examination and mature thought. 
But if they find ray Conclusions sound, they 
will not think of contracting a marriage 
where the results maybe, must, be mortifica¬ 
tion, disappointment, failure, and suffering. 

Functions of Leaves. 

‘ The sense of the beautiful, in every be¬ 
holder, receives an exquisite gratification in 
gazing upon the foliage, the mantle of living 
green, in which the vegetable world is ar¬ 
rayed during the season of growth and de¬ 
velopment. Few, however, are aware of the 
important functions which those countless 
leaves perform in the growth of plants. To 
the common eye, they but appe,ar as the lav¬ 
ish ornaments which beautify the vernal land¬ 
scape, and invest each tree and shrub with a 
garment of loveliness. Their secret but vi¬ 
tal functions are disclosed only to the eye of 
science. They are to the plant what the 
lungs, the stomach, and the skin, are to the 
animal. It is through them that the import¬ 
ant functions of breathing, digestion, and 
perspiration are accomplished. Plants, like 
animals, breathe, digest their food, aud throw 
off their surplus moisture, and perhaps a 
portion of the substances contained in their 
fluids, by perspiration; and those vital opera¬ 
tions are all performed by the leaves which 
adorn them. 

The sap, which is absorbed by the roots, 
constantly ascends up the vessels of the plant 
during its growth, to the leaves. Here it un¬ 
dergoes a change, analogous to that effected 
in the food of animals, in the process of di¬ 
gestion. The superfluous water is thrown 
off by the perspiration of the leaves, while 
that which remains is converted into the 
juice, called the true cap, which, like the 
blood of animals, in its after circulation ' 
furnishes the various substances found in 
plants. 

The leaves, as intimated, are the perspira¬ 
tory organs of the plant*. The office of per- 
spiratiou or transpiration is performed by 
tlie under side of the leaf, and may be almost 
entirely stopped by spreading varnish on 
that surface. The quantity of moisture thus 
thrown off is much larger during the day 
than during the night. 

The leaves of plants absorb from the at¬ 
mosphere carbonic acid, in the form of gas 
This acid is a combination ofcarbon or char¬ 
coal, with oxygen, one of the Constituent 
gases of the atmosphere. The acid is de- 
#omposert, the carbon being retained by the 
plant and composing a large part of its sub¬ 
stance, while the oxygen is emitted. The ab¬ 
sorption of carbonic acid takes place in the 
light, the influence of which is essential to 
the process. This fact explains the phenom¬ 
enon that plants cease to grow and that they 
languish and perish when deprived of light, 
h is ascertained that trees derive a large por¬ 
tion of their carbon or woody substance from 
the carbonic acid absorbed by their leaves 
from the air. Van Uelmot planted a willow, 
which weighed five pounds,in a pot containing 
two hundred pounds of earth.—This lie wa¬ 
tered for five years, and, at the end of that 
time, the tree was found to weigh one hun¬ 
dred and sixty-nine and a quarter pounds, 


din trie tree-derive that large mass of carbon 
whieh constituted the chief portion of its in¬ 
creased weight ? Undoubtedly from the at¬ 
mosphere—the carbonic acid absorbed by its 
leaves; yet the water, with which it was sup¬ 
plied, holding a portion of carbon in solution 
may have furnished a part of it; but the car¬ 
bonic acid of the air must have been the 
chief source of supply. 

Plants during the dav emit oxygen, the vi¬ 
talizing element of our common air,.tbrough 
their leaves. This is derived from tile car¬ 
bonic acid as it is decomposed, for vegetables 
are found not to emit oxvgeu unless carbonic 
acid be present. 

During the night the leaves of the plants 
absorb' oxygen, and form with it carbonic 
acid, a part of which they emit, and a part is 
retained. 

By this process of absorption of carbonic 
acid by the leaves of plants, the atmosphere 
is purified of that portion of it which, in the 
form of gas, is so noxious, and, when con¬ 
centrated, so fatal to animal life, it being the 
noxious air found in deep wells, and which 
rises in the fumes of burning charcoal. '1 bus 
is this substance in nnUire—breathed into 
the- atmosphere from the lungs of myriad 
animals, and diffused from the decomposi¬ 
tion of animal and vegetable substances, aud 
which if not diminished, would render the 
air we breathe unfit ro sustain life—absorbed 
and converted into the firm substance of in¬ 
numerable trees and shrubs, while its oxy¬ 
gen is returned to the atmosphere to revivify 

Finally, the leaves of plants absorb water 
as well os carbonic acid and oxygen. It is 
found that a plant which is dying for want 
of moisture at the root, will revive and grow 
when a branch of it with leaves is placed in 
a vessel of water. A beautiful illustration 
of this fact is also beheld .in the renewed 
greenness of the leaves after a summer show¬ 
er— the parched landscape appears to smile 
with gladness, as if conscious of the blessing 
it has received .—Kentucky Cultivator.

It should be 
used freely in stables, &c., especially during 
the warm weather. The use of these ab¬ 
sorbents not only promotes health,but effects 
an important saving of valuable fertilizing 
matters.
